With approval of a tentative 
map for Rancho Teham a, north­ 
ern C alifornia’s first private 
recreational subdivision, three 
large developments a re p re s ­ 
ently being studied for this area 
by the Tehama County P lan­ 
ning Com mission. 
In addition to Rancho Tehama 
located in the foothills north of 
Flournoy, another m assive p ri­ 
vate subdivision, R iver P arks 
Ranch near Cottonwood, 
and 
two sm aller open subdivisions, 
Cool Air Unit #2 in M ineral, 
and the T eters B ros, develop­ 
ment near Paynes Creek, are 
in the works. 
Things have picked up for the 
planning 
com m ission 
since 
Macco R e a l t y Company p u r­ 
chased 
6,000 
acres of the 
P rice Ranch near Cottonwood 
last month, according to Lynn 
Raymond, com m ission s e c re ­ 
tary. The company, headquar­ 
tered in southern C alifornia is 
known for expediency in follow­ 
ing through on its plans, he in­ 
dicated. It is also known for 
quality of its developm ents. 
The subdivision farthest a- 
iong on its plans is Pancho T e­ 
hama. Biggest question in its 
development here was the type 
roads being sought by its owner 
developer, 
C harles 
L. Mc­ 
Laughlin of Glendale. He has 
argued, 
apparently 
su ccess­ 
fully, that the roads are to be 
totally privately m aintained and 
never taken into the county 
road system . 
Because of that, he has said, 
they need not meet county road 
standards. 
After considerable study the 
planning 
com m ission 
agreed 
that because the subdivision is 
for recreational purposes with 
little potential for extensive 
travel within its gates, that ex­

The vehicle's weight caused 
the ro ad 's soft edge to give 
way and the tran sit mix truck 
slid down the embankment and 
overturned. 
M ajor damage was caused to 
the vehicle. 
There would be 
no com plaints filed 
against 
R ichter, according to the Cali­ 
fornia Highway P atrol which 
investigated the accident. 
Also seriously injured yes­ 
terday in a traffic m ishap was 
Mary Elizabeth Pacatte, 43, of 
Westwood. 
M rs. P acatte was 
southbound on State Route 32 
in a 1962 Pontiac station wagon 
when she apparently entered 
a curve too fast. 
As she cam e out of the curve 
her vehicle went into a broad­ 
side skid, crossed both lanes 
and ran into the left embank­ 
ment. 
M rs. Pacatte w as taken 
to Seneca Hospital in C hester 
by a passing m otorist. 
A com plaint would be filed 
in Corning Justice Court, the 
Highway 
P atrol 
spokesman 
said, 
charging M rs. Pacatte 
with failure to drive on the 
right half of the roadway.

Congressman Reports 
Scramble For Funds

Congressm an 
H a r o l d 
T. 
"B iz z " Johnson told city and 
county officials, Cham ber of 
Com m erce m em bers and others 
today that "T h ere is a real 
scram ble for funds for rural 
a re a s ." 
Speaking at Sambo’s in Red 
Bluff, Johnson said that the 
$20 billion deficit last year had 
necessitated the tax increase 
which will raise $15 billion. 
C ongress’ mandate to increase 
President Johnson’s proposed 
cutback for fiscal 1969 by 50 
per cent, to $6billion, has caus­ 
ed serious problem s, the con­ 
gressm an said. 
F ederal Aviation A dm inistra­ 
tion’s cut in funds had to be 
reinstated because of the im ­ 
m ediate adverse effect on pub­ 
lic safety, Johnson said. Post 
office service has alsobeen r e ­ 
tained after much debate, and 
Johnson said that the new po st­ 
m aster 
general 
is leading a 
study of methods that it is hoped 
can 
bring about g reater effi­ 
ciency within the departm ent. 
Over 25 per cent of all agency 
em ployes of the federal govern­ 
ment are in the postal service, 
the congressm an related. 
The speaker predicted that it 
would be Oct. 15 before all ap­ 
propriation bills, reflecting the 
necessary cuts, would be sign­ 
ed into law. 
In early Septem ber Congress 
will give consideration to the 


now impacted aid to schools 
program , Johnson said. 
D rastic cuts will be neces­ 
sa ry to trim the $6 billion from 
the budget because so many ex­ 
penses are fixed. The speaker 
said that the entire federal aid 
to interstate highways program 
totaled only $ 4 -1 /2 billion. Tax­ 
es have been extended for two 
years on highway use to assure 
completion of the m aster plan 
by 1971, Johnson added. It is 
on a pay-as-you-go program . 


" I am very concerned with 
log exports and other problem s 
of the tim ber industry, our big­ 
gest economy force in Teham a 
County," the legislator s tr e s s ­ 
ed. 
"T h is 20-county are a that I 
represent is one -third of the 
area of the state and yet has 
only 560,000 people." 
Principal reason for the ex­ 
tra effort needed to get funds 
for the ru ra l are a s, Johnson 
indicated, is the m ajor crisis 
that exists in urban com m uni­ 
ties. 
"In Washington, D. C. , 14,- 
000 troops w ere required in 
the recent trouble. During that 
tim e, a total of som e 40.090 
troops w ere required through­ 
out the country. B altim ore, Chi­ 
cago and Kansas City w ere af­ 
flicted also. 
"T h is is an expensive propos­ 
ition for the taxpayers. Law

Buoys Disappear 
From Sand Slough; 
Return Asked 
Two of the six buoys placed 
in the E ast Sand Slough, east 
of Red Bluff have been rep o rt­ 
ed m issing less than one week 
after they were placed there 
as a safety m easure by the 
Bureau of Reclam ation, it has 
been reported by William Bou- 
ett, civil engineer with the bu­ 
reau. 
The buoys had been placed in 
the slough as a warning to boat­ 
e rs of a 5-mph speed lim it and 
a warning against w ater skiing 
inside the 5 mph. speed zone. 
Apparently the culprits are un­ 
aware that the buoys are p ro ­ 
perty of the U.S. Government 
and rem oval of them constitutes 
a federal crim e. Also, by r e ­ 
moving the warning m arkers the 
culprits are placing bathers in 
the area in danger since they 
were prim arily placed in the 
slough to protect sw im m ers 
from speeding boats. 
The Daily News is requesting 
anyone who may have know­ 
ledge of the whereabouts of the 
m arkers to phone 527 -2151. The 
News will then return them to 
the Bureau of Reclamation on a 
no-questions-asked basis.

LAW AND ORDER 
Nixon To Give Crime And Disorder 
Top Emphasis In His Campaign

A top advisor to Republican 
candidate 
Richard 
M. Nixon 
says crim e and civil d iso rd e rs 
— issues Nixon aides consider 
potentially troublesom e — will 
get top billing in the cam paign. 
Aides said Monday the issues 
are crucial and a difficulty will 
be to stre s s law and o rd er w ith­ 
out 
appearing 
insensitive to 
slum problem s or overshadow ­ 
ing Nixon’s proposals for easing 
them . 
Nixon has said order and civil 
rights progress must go hand in 
hand. 
The candidate's proposed p ro ­ 
gram of "black cap italism " to 
offer N egroes " a piece of the 
action" of American e n te rp rise 
is attracting interest 
in the 
N egro community, said C harles 
S. Rhyne, chairm an of United 
C itizens for Nixon. 
Nixon’s running m ate, M ary­ 
land Gov. Spiro T. Agnew, said 
in San Francisco, m eanwhile, 
that violence and d iso rd e r are 
not the answer to civil rights 
problem s. 
"T hose who feel civil rights 
and law lessness are com pati- 
ale m ust be convinced o th e r­ 
w ise," Agnew said. 
He spoke of "the many won­ 
derful 
Negro 
citizens in this 
country 
who 
are com oletely 
disenchanted" with 
m ilitants 
who advocate violence. 
A group of 18 B altim ore N e­ 
gro 
leaders 
accused Agnew 
Monday of "antipathy 
tow ard 
black people" and 
said 
they 
have organized to sp read his 
r e c o r d 
of 
“ inadequacies" 
throughout 
nation. 
A $5 million Nixon- Agnew 
effort to win D em ocratic and in­ 
dependent votes was announced 
Monday bv Rhyne. He said five 
million w orkers are to be en­ 
listed and one million already 
have signed up. 
On the D em ocratic sid e, Sen. 
Eugene J. McCarthy urged his 
nondelegate sip p o rte rs to stay 
away from the D em ocratic N a­ 
tional Convention, and called 
Nixon’s campaign p ro m ises on 
Vietnam and other issu es " i r ­ 
relevant to the reality of 1968." 
"T he presence of la rg e num­ 
b ers of visitors am idst the sum - 
m er tensions of C hicago," Mc­ 
Carthy said to his supporters, 
"m ay well add to the p o ssib ili­ 
ty of unintended violence o r d is­ 
o rd e r." 
The Dem ocratic presidential 
contender said Nixon, a fte r urg­ 
ing g reater m ilitary effort in 
the Vietnam war, now " te lls us 
he will settle it without saying 
how." 
A M cCarthy aide, N o rv alR ee­ 
ce, meanwhile predicted the 
Minnesota 
senator w ill spend 
about $4 million in his campaign 
for the Democratic presidential 
nomination. 
Sen. 
George 
S. 
McGovern 
launched a concerted two-week 
campaign Monday for the Dem­ 
ocratic nomination, calling for 
an end to the draft system and 
cuts in spending to the m ili­ 
tary-industrial com plex. 
McGovern 
said 
the 
draft 


should be replaced with a vol­ 
untary system that pays well 
enough to draw adequate num­ 
b ers of servicem en. 
Vice President 
Hubert 
H. 
Humphrey, 
easing 
previous 
wording, said Monday that " r e ­ 
strain t and 
reasonable

sponse" by Hanoi should be the 
p rice for a halt to the bombing 
of N orth Vietnam.

SAIGON (AP)—U.S. and South 
Vietnamese forces sweeping the 
southern approaches to Saigon 
killed 181 Viet Cong In four 
battles through the rice paddies 
of the Mekong D elta, m ilitary 
spokesmen reported today. 
It was the heaviest combat tn 
the sector in m ore than a month. 
In one engagement infuitrym en 
of the U.S. 9th Division sm ash­ 
ed into a Viet Cong battalion and 
killed a third of the troops b e­ 
fore the rem ainder fled under 
heavy American bom bardm ent. 
Field reports said the A m eri­ 
cans killed 104 of the enemy In 
the fight 21 m iles southwest of 
Saigon. 
The A m ericans also captured 
13 prisoners and 36 weapons. 
U.S. casualties were 15 killed 
and 30 wounded. 
A fter intelligence reports of 
about 300 Viet Cong in the area, 
helicopters landed m ore than 
1,000 men of the 9th Division In 
the wet rice paddy area In an 
attem pt to set up a cordon a - 
round the enemy force. 
During the night, the fighting 
tapered 
off 
to sporadic gun 
b u rsts and the surviving Viet 
Cong slipped away. Contact was 
rep o rted lost, but the U.S. in­ 
fantrym en 
continued sweeping 
the battlefield.

CORNING —A abbreviated city 
council here la st night waded 
into a city dog problem of 
growing proportions, boosted 
pickup and boarding fees at the 
city pound and hired a new dog 
catcher. 


Only three councilm en were 
present at the m eeting, Mayor 
Joseph Babb and Councilman 
Elm er Jennings being out of 
town. Councilman Rod Senter 
took over as m ayor p ro tern, 
and 
with 
councilmen Robert 
F ich ter and M orrie Em ery dealt 
with the com plaints of dogs at 
large. 


T heir discussion was punctua­ 
ted with a telephone call taken 
by 
Councilman 
Em ery, 
dog 
pound com m issioner under the 
council’s com m ission system . 
" J e rry was b itten ?," he said 
into the receiver, "R eal bad?" 
Je rry Rowe, Corning police 


chief, had been bitten by a dog 
he was trying to extricate from 
a fence, Em ery reported to the 
council. He was taken to C orn­ 
ing 
M em orial 
Hospital 
and 
seven stitches taken in his hand. 
Poundm aster Lee Doughty had 
resigned as of F riday Em ery 
told the council and a delegation 
of three women who appeared to 
ask what was going to be done 
about the dogs running at large. 


Doughty said it was news to him 
that he had resigned. But he ex­ 
plained that he had told Coun­ 
cilm an Em ery that he would 
have to have m ore pay if he was 
to take care of dogs night and 
day. He pointed out his gross 
pay before deductions was $193 
a month, and he had to furnish 
his own truck and gasoline. 


A fter an executive session at 
the close of the m eeting, the 
council announced that appli­ 


cations will be taken for a new 
poundm aster. 


Today it was announced that 
J e rry Askey, 22-year-old, six 
foot eight and a half inch, 250. 
pound 
Corning photographer, 
has been hired for the job. 


In the m eantim e, the council 
voted to hoist the fee to be paid 
by any owner whose dog is pick­ 
ed up for running at large to 
$8 plus $2 a day for board. 
The charge had been $1.50 plus 
$1.50 a day. 
The delegation of three wom­ 
en before the council to com ­ 
plain about the dog situation was 
headed by M rs. Henry P reu s- 
se r, 
1184 Thornes Ave. She 
said a neighbor had II dogs 
"and the barking is te rrib le ." 
Another visitor to the council 
cham ber, Vern Johnson, 1961 
Scott Ave., said he went into his 
yard and when he returned there 


was a dog in the house which 
went out and took the screen 
door with it. 
E m ery, who took over the du­ 
ties of dog catcher him self last 
week while Doughty was out of 
town for two days, agreed that 
the situation needed rem edying 
in a hurry. He said one re s i­ 
dent left his home for a few 
m inutes and found th ree dogs 
in the living room when he re ­ 
turned. 


He said a large num ber of 
dogs ran at large. 
" I believe a good third of 
them are not licen sed ," he de­ 
clared . "We have a pound 
full of dogs. T here a re some 
fii.e dogs out there and they'll 
have to be exterm inated.” 


Expected discussion of an un­ 
derground utility d istric t for 
Corning was postponed until a 
full board is present.

claim ed that Marwick, operau 
ing a forklift truck which be. 
longed to F & L Corp., failed 
to *atch where he was tu rn , 
ing the machine and ran the 
fork into Richards* hand. 
The bid for settlem ent had 
been denied several w eeks ago 
after a trial by jury. 


In asking yesterday for a new 
tria l, Skow argued that testi­ 
mony at the trial had been pre­ 
judiced against the plaintiff by 
an attorney hired by T rav elers 
Insurance Company, 
a group 
which handles both liability and 
w orkm an's com pensation insur. 
ance for the lum ber com panies 
involved in the law suit. 


"T rav elers as the liability 
c a rrie r did everything in its 
power to defeat the case of the 
plaintiff," Skow said. " I t went 
so far as to fly in a witness 
and to pay the defendant's atto r. 
ney." 
"W itnesses at the tria l gave 
not one bit of evidence,” Skow 
claim ed, 
“ that R ichards did 
anything to proxim ately or ef­ 
ficiently cause this action. The 
driver of the forklift put that 
efficient 
cause 
into motion. 
Even though this man (Richards) 
did put his hand on the boom, 
he could have left it there all 
day without harm if the de­ 
fendant hadn't moved that truck. 
"A ll iha w itnesses with one 
exception testified the driver 
of the forklift could have seen 
that upraised hand,” he said. 
" I thought it w as Che m ost 
flagrant case of contributory 
negligence I ever saw,” re­ 
torted Richard M ills, attorney 
for the defendants. "R ichards 


w as an experienced 
forklift 
operator and he knew it would 
be moved.” 
In ruling against a new trial, 
Judge W etter said that "p a r- 
ticu lary in a conflict of interest 
m atter the court had better 
le t the jury decision stand." 
The conflict noted in this par* 
tic u la r case was the dual role 
of the insurance company. 
" I think the jury seemed to 
re a c t adversely to the plaintiff 
on the m atter of him putting 
his hand on this m achine,” the 
judge said. 
" I could alm ost 
see them thinking 'w ell, he 
should have known b etter,' 
" If there be m atters here 
which need 
redefinition,” he 
concluded, " i t should be up to 
the appelate courts. I can see 
w here the jury could have come 
to the decision which it did.”

Federal Aviation Administra­ 
tion’s cut in funds had to be 
reinstated because of the im­ 
mediate adverse effect on pub­ 
lic safety, Johnson said. Post 
office service has alsobeen re ­ 
tained after much debate, and 
Johnson said that the new post­ 
master 
general 
is leading a 
study of methods that it is hoped 
can 
bring about greater effi­ 
ciency within the department. 
Over 25 per cent of all agency 
employes of the federal govern­ 
ment are in the postal service, 
the congressman related. 
The speaker predicted that it 
would be Oct. 15 before all ap­ 
propriation bills, reflecting the 
necessary cuts, would be sign­ 
ed into law. 
In early September Congress 
will give consideration to the 


now impacted aid to schools 
program, Johnson said. 
Drastic cuts will be neces­ 
sary to trim the $6 billion from 
the budget because so many ex­ 
penses are fixed. The speaker 
said that the entire federal aid 
to interstate highways program 
totaled only $4-1/ 2 billion.Tax­ 
es have been extended for two 
years on highway use to assure 
completion of the m aster plan 
by 1971, Johnson added. It is 
on a pay-as-you-go program. 


" I am very concerned with 
log exports and other problems 
of the timber industry, our big­ 
gest economy force in Tehama 
County," the legislator stress­ 
ed.

New State Legislation Regulates 
The Marketing O f Imitation Milk 


SACRAMENTO (AP)-Callfor- 
nia housewives should find it 
easier from now on to tell the 
difference between real milk 
and imitation milk products on 
grocers’ shelves—but atahigh- 
er price. 
C"v. Reagan on Monday sign­ 
ed into law a bill bringing im­ 
itation milk products under la­ 
beling, sanitation and market­ 
ing regulations to be enforced 
by the State Agriculture De­ 
partment. 
The law’s 
actual effective 


date will be this fall, because of 
the usual waiting period before 
new legislation is official. 
The bill’s author, Republican 
Assemblyman Alan Pattee, a 
Salinas rancher, called the law 
the result of two years study by 
the Assembly Agriculture Com­ 
mittee he heads. 
Pattee said current laws on 
imitation milk products “ are 
poorly worded, unnecessarily 
prohibitive, subject to varying 
court interpretations, and sel­ 
dom enforced.’’ 
Probation Granted 
For The Third Time 


Larry Jensen of Corning has 
been granted probation for the 
third time in Tehama County 
Superior Court. He was orig­ 
inally convicted in 1963 of bur­ 
glarizing Crane Mills in Com­ 
ing and placed on probation. 
Jensen was next ordered to ap­ 
pear in court In 1966 for vio­ 
lating terms of probation grant­ 
ed for the original offense. Ac­ 
tion 
yesterday 
provoked an 
angry tirade from Ju^ge Curtiss 
E. Wetter who said he vas sick 
and tired of seeing Jensen in 
court. 
He agreed upon recommenda­ 
tion of Probation Officer Roger 
L. Parker to reinstate Jensen 
on more stringent terms. He 
has an arrest order pinned onto 
tighter terms and upon first 
deviation from the court’s or­ 
der, Jensen will automatically 
be arrested. 
MORE ABOUT 
Battles 
troops were battling about 50 
Viet Cong five miles to the 
north. 
Thirty - three of the 
enemy were reported killed, and 
two Americans were wounded. 
South Vietnamese headquar­ 
ters reported that government 
troops killed another 44 Viet 
Cong soldiers in two fights in 
the same general area. Five 
government soldiers were kill­ 
ed and 22 wounded. 
In Saigon Itself, two damaging 
blows to Communist sabotage 
plans were reported. 
Government agents raided a 
house four blocks 
from the 
sprawling Tan 
Son Nhut Air 
Base and seized a munitions 
cache containing 11 Chinese as­ 
sault rifles, 200 pounds of dyna­ 
mite and 50 rounds of bazooka- 
type rockets. 
Two Vietnamese chauffeurs 
assigned to the U.S. Military 
Command 
confirmed the two 
men were drivers for the com­ 
mand’s motor pool. Two Viet­ 
namese chauffeurs for the U.S. 
Embassy took part in the com­ 
mando raid on the embassy last 
Jan. 31, at the start of the Tet 
offensive. One was killed and 
the other captured. 


In addition Jensen must spend 
90 days in the county jail, which 
he may be allowed to serve out 
at 24 to 48 hours a week, de­ 
pending upon arrangements to 
be made by the sheriff and the 
probation officer. 
“ Brother, don’t you ever come 
back here again,*' Judge Wetter 
admonished 
the 
defendant. 
“ One slip and you’re in the 
state pen.” 
He also fined Jensen an addi­ 
tional $150 to be paid at no 
less than $7 a month. The ar­ 
rest order and probation is to 
be hanging over Jensen for the 
next five years. 
David G. Brown of Coming, an 
accused forger, has been re ­ 
leased from jail on his own re ­ 
cognizance 
and 
granted two 
years probation. He is charged 
with forging another man’s sig­ 
nature on a $28 check. Terms of 
his probation include payment 
of a $150 fine to the county and 
restitution to victims of his 
alleged action, to which he has 
pleaded guilty. 
Another accused forger, Lon­ 
nie Freeman Johnson of Mar­ 
tinez, was returned tothecoun- 
’jr jail pending receipt by the 
court of a psychiatric report 
from the California Medical Fa­ 
cility at Vacaville. Johnson is 
charged with cashing a $40 
check under a false signature. 
He is presently on probation 
from a similar charge out of 
Glenn County. 
“ Pm beginning to get inter­ 
ested in this case,** Judge Wet­ 
ter said, because of its rich 
background. This young man has 
already had an interesting ex­ 
perience in Marysville, where 
he just finished up three years 
probation for burglary. Since 
then he’s been caught driving 
without a license in another 
state and has been found guilty 
of contributing to the delinquen­ 
cy of a minor. 
4 *That grew out of a charge of 
rape,” he said. “ Pdbetter take 
this along another week to get 
reports from the FBI, CI&I 
(Criminal Identification and In­ 
vestigation) and from Vaca­ 
ville.” 
He then set further action on 
Johnson’s case for Aug. 19. 


“ In the last decade,” he sale., 
“ and particularly in the past 
year, a whole new Industry has 
grown up trading on the reputa­ 
tion of true milk products, with­ 
out any realistic or comprehen­ 
sive regulation. As a result, 
such products now on the m ar­ 
ket compete with each other in 
developing labels that use milk 
term s, synonyms and symbol­ 
ism, leaving the housewife in 
utter confusion.” 
The bill would bar deceptive 
advertising practices, such as 
putting a cow on the label of an 
imitation milk product, or call­ 
ing it “melk.” 
It also provides a licensing 
and inspection procedure for 
plants making such products. 
Dairymen 
worked hard for 
passage of the bill, while it 
was opposed by makers of oils 
which go into Imitation milk 
products. All sides agreed that 
the new law will mean increas­ 
ed prices for imitation milk 
items, 
which 
are especially 
popular in low-income areas 
because they cost less than real 
milk products.

Indians Explain Difference In Work 
It is a commonly observed phenomenon that those who move to 
the Southwest often soon become enam ored of Indian jewelry, 
rugs, pottery and other craftwork. If they pursue this interest 
they soon learn, too, that there is a great difference between the 
genuine article and a lot of the alledgedly “ Indian type** craft - 
work offered to tourists. 


Various Indian tribal groups are beginning to take it upon them ­ 
selves to educate the public about the difference. What they have to 
say on the subject is worth some attention, especially by persons 
who expect to visit the Southwest. 


One point made is that genuine Indian jewelry, unlike most 
factory-m ade im itations, is generally heavy stuff with simple, 
clean lines. Lightweight rugs are suspect, since genuine Indian 
rugs tend to be heavy and durable. Indian pottery is functional; 
if a pot is Intended for cooking, it rings when tapped. 


Such signs in a gift or curio shop as “ Indian Design Jew elry” 
and “ Made in the Heart of the Indian Country” are usually a tip- 
off to use caution. And one good way to authenticate an article 
is to ask for a bill of sale, required by federal law on Indian 
articles. T here's a difference—and it's worthwhile to make sure.

VEEP AGNEW 
Although Richard Nixon’s se ­ 
lection of Gov. Spiro “ Ted” 
Agnew as his GOP running mate 
seemed to catch delegates and 
most newsmen in Miami Beach 
by surprise, Drew Pearson had 
reported the possibility two and 
a half weeks ago on July 21. 
Pearson wrote that Agnew, 
though ideologically in Rock­ 
efeller’s camp, was one of the 
political leaders who had been 
“ seduced by Nixon withdream s 
of the Vice Presidency.” P ear­ 
son noted, however, that in fair­ 
ness it should be recorded that 
before he switched toNixon, Ag­ 
new “ had already been alienat­ 
ed by Rockefeller’s political in­ 
decision.” 


NIXON’S STRATEGY IS RISK 
WASHINGTON -W hat Richard 
Nixon was doing during the last 
hectic hours at the Republican 
Convention in Miami Beach was 
developing Sen. Strom T hur­ 
mond, the South Carolina ren­ 
egade Democrat, as his agent to 
combat another renegade Dem­ 
ocrat, George W allace of Ala­ 
bama. 
This is why he gave Thur­ 
mond the veto on who would 
run as Vice President, and why 
le picked Gov. Spiro Agnew of 
M aryland, alm ost unknown to 
most Republicans, for the No. 2 
place on the ticket. 
It was a calculated risk. Nix­ 
on knew he would antagonize 
many Northern Republicans, 
though he was not prepared for 
as much sm oldering resent­ 
ment as that which immediately 
swept over N orthern delega­ 
tions. 
But he figured that with Strom 
Thurmond, together with Sen. 
John Tower of Texas, another 
Southern Republican, he could 
combat his biggest threat be­ 
low the Mason-Dixon Line — 
W allace. 
Actually, Sen. Thurmond did a 
great job for Nixon behind the 
scenes in Miami Beach. No 
sooner had Southern delegates 
arrived than a revolt developed 
in favor of Ronald Reagan. Both 
Rockefeller and Reagan were 
counting on this to pull enough 
votes away from Nixon to stop 
him on the first ballot. In that 
case they figured on m ore de­ 
fections on the second and third 
ballots, and an eventual Nixon 
defeat. 
But 
they didn’t figure on 
Strom Thurmond. Though Strom 
started out ás a strong Reagan 
man, a talk with Nixon convert­ 
ed him into Nixon’s camp and he 
becam e Nixon's agent with 
Southern 
delegates. To that 
end he took the rebellious M is­ 
sissippi delegates on a cruise 
Monday afternoon on a private 
yacht loaned to Nixon.

TH E PROBLEM of bed wet­ 
ting, or enuresis, is a constant 
target for attack by physicians 
and psychiatrists because of 
the distress it causes in chil­ 
dren and their families. 
About one year ago I wrote 
about a new drug, imipramine, 
which was being used with 
great success 
in th e treat­ 
m ent and con- 
t r o 1 of t h i s 
c o n d i t i o n , 
a l o n g w i t h 
p s y c h o l o g ­ 
ical 
direction 
of the family. 
As with all 
new drugs, be­ 
fore it is re­ 
leased for g e n e r a l use its 
safety and effectiveness is al­ 
w ays tried by other doctors 
and hospitals around the coun­ 
try. A t the Northw estern Uni­ 
versity Medical School and the 
D ePaul U niversity M e n t a l 
H ealth Clinic, the drug was 
intensively studied on more 
than 100 children who had the 
em barrassing problem of bed 
w etting, w ithout any physical 
abnorm ality to account for it. 
This type of bed wetting is 
called prim ary enuresis and 
has been identified with emo­ 
tional feelings of insecurity, 
lack of parental attention and 
other types of psychological 
stress. 
It w as interesting that in 
one fourth of all the cases that 
w ere studied there was more 
than one case of bed wetting 
in the fam ily, which suggests 
even m ore highly the possi­ 
bility of some conflict within 
th at fam ily. 
Tw enty-five per cent of the 
children who w ere given this 
drug w ere alm ost totally re­ 
lieved of bed w etting. Another 
25 per cent had slight, but 
definite im provem ent. 
The general feeling is that 
the drug is exceedingly safe 
and th a t it has great advan­ 
tage w hen used in conjunction 
w ith psychological help for the 
child and for the family. Only 
then can the condition be kept 
from recurring.

VICE PRESIDENTIAL VETO 
In return, Nixon agreed to ve­ 
to four vice presidential candi­ 
dates who were anathema to the 
South: Sen. Ed Brooke, the N e­ 
gro from M assachusetts; John 
Lindsay, mayor of New York; 
Sen. Mark Hatfield of Oregon; 
and Charles Percy of Illinois. 
Actually, Thurmond was not 
too happy about Nixon’s final 
choice of Agnew, but agreed 
that Agnew would not antagonize 
the South. Agnew had been elec­ 
ted governor of M aryland as a 
defender of open housing. How­ 
ever, he took a strong stand a- 
galnst the Negro sit-in at Bow­ 
ie State College, and called on 
Negro leaders to read the riot 
act to m ilitants after the April 
burnings in Baltim ore. About 
100 Negro m oderates walked 
out. So Thurmond agreed that 
Agnew would not antagonize the 
South. 
Nixon’s 
m istake, however, 
was in not consulting the mod­ 
erates. He consulted the South 
but forgot the m oderates. They 
w ere sore, not so much at the 
choice of Agnew, a fellow mod­ 
erate, but at not being consult­ 
ed. 
W h e t h e r Nixon's calculated 
risk in working with Thurmond 
will pay off now rem ains to be 
seen. The two men have known 
and liked each other ever since 
the Eisenhower adm inistration 
when Nixon presided over the 
Senate. Thurmond, 
as gov­ 
ernor of South Carolina, had 
bolted the Democratic party in 
1948 to form a third party a- 
gainst Harry Truman after Hu­ 
bert Humphrey, then mayor of 
Minneapolis, had 
forced 
a 
showdown on civil rights. 
Though Humphrey won the civ­ 
il rights battle, the entire South 
walked out of the convention, 
and a m ajority of the South vo­ 
ted for Strom Thurmond’s third 
party that fall. This is one rea­ 
son Nixon figured he could com­ 
bat 
the W allace third party 
movement this fall — 20 years 
later. 
A LONELY SENATOR 
But ever since he bolted the 
Dem ocratic party, Thurmond 
has been a lonely figure in the 
Senate. He is charm ing, likable, 
a regular attendant at prayer 
breakfasts. 
But 
as a R e­ 
publican he is no longer w el­ 
come among Southern Senators, 
and moderate Republican Sena­ 
tors don’t quite trust his poli­ 
tics.

He be­ 
lieves that there is a substance 
in the shark’s b l o o d t h a t 
m akes him overcome the be­ 
ginning and the extension of 
cancers that are found in other 
anim als and in hum an beings 
A t present a group of w ork­ 
ers are trying to isolate that 
substance from the shark’s 
blood and to refine it so that 
it m ight be tried to save the 
lives of human beings with un­ 
controlled cancers. 
Thousands of avenues simi­ 
lar to this scientific one are 
constantly being investigated. 
W ith such diligence and dedi­ 
cation and the m oney to sup­ 
port research, it is inevitable 
that the control of cancer will 
be attained.

WHITHER RICHARD NIXON 
As expected, the Republicans 
crossly rejected the one man, 
Gov. Nelson Rockefeller, who 
could beat the Dem ocrats in 
the big cities. And they took 
Richard N^xon after he had 
held 
his 
Southern support, 
against raids by Gov. Ronald 
Reagan, by making some pretty 
rem arkable prom ises. 
At the clim ax of the struggle 
— and for a wiule it was a 
real struggle—the 
key men 
holding the Southern line for 
Nixon w ere Sens. Strom Thur­ 
mond of South Carolina and 
John Tower of Texas. Thur­ 
mond, not the must enlightened 
thinker of the sunny southland, 
was even intimating that Nixon 
had given him a right of veto 
on future nominations to the 
attorney generalship and pos­ 
sible vacancies on the Supreme 
Court. 
Such stuff is never to be 
relied upon, of coarse. 
But 
some of the things that N'xon 
him self said to wavering South­ 
ern delegates can certainly be 
relied upon, as indicating, at a 
minimum, the tenor and strat­ 
egy of the campaign he intends 
to wage. 
Perhaps the most astonishing 
thing the nominee is known to 
have said is that he would 
favor amending the 1965 Voting 
Rights Act to perm it the re­ 
instatem ent of “ nondiscrim a- 
tory” literacy tests for applica­ 
tions for registration. Given 
the kind of education this coui- 
try as a whole, and Lhe Sotfh 
in particular, gives to ch^* Negro 
m inority, any system of liter­ 
acy tests is autom atically dis­ 
crim inatory, even if fairly ad­ 
m inistered. 
Nixon also came out flatly 
against busing school children 
to achieve better racial balance 
in the schools. He apologized 
for his earlier advocacy of the 
Open 
Housing Act, 
and he 
prom sed to name no judges 
except strict constructionists. 
The proof has now been given, 
m oreover, that these and other 
things that were said to please 
the Southern delegates were 
not more feverish by-products 
of the desperate hours before 
the roll call. The choice of Gov. 
Spiro Agnew of Maryland for the 
Vice Presidency is that proof. 
From the outset, I have veiv 
tured to doubt the once fashion­ 
able view that Richard Nixon 
would offer the Vice Presidency 
to some such Republican mod­ 
erate as Mayor John Lindsay of 
New York. But there was always 
the possibility that he might 
make a gesture of pseudo-tic-

But by choosing Agnew, the 
Republican nominee has cast 
away any slender pretense of a 
balanced ticket. Agnew is a de* 
cent man, but he has been very 
much frightened by the racial 
troubles in the cities. He has 
publicly 
advocated 
shooting 
looters on sight. 
He is all 
out for the sternest kind of 
“ law and order.” 
Agnew adds no color and will 
earn few electoral votes for the 
ticket. But the moment Reagan 
took him self completely out of 
contention, 
it is clear that 
Agnew acquired a special vir­ 
tue. Briefly, he was the best 
N ortherner that 
Nixon coulc 
name for his special purposes 
if lie did not wish to go the whole 
hog by choosing a Southerner 
like T jwer—wnich woald have 
been tantamount to a public 
declaration of race war. 
Such a declaration has been 
avoided; bu*. that is about the 
best one can say. After wnat 
has happened here, there can be 
little doubt that the central issue 
of the campaign will be the 
racial problem and how to han­ 
dle it. Vietnam will sink into 
insignificance. 
The them e will be “ law and 
o rd er.” 
In some sense, the black 
extrem ists, and the knee-jerk 
liberals who have m asochist­ 
ically bowed dawn before the 
black extrem ists, have been 
asking for just th s kind o' 
result. 
Ordinary Am ericans 
have never accepted ;he view 
that all the quite accurate ex­ 
planations of the troubles in the 
cities could also be made to 
serve as sound excuses for 
looting and arson. 
But let one suppose that “ law 
and order” will be the real 
topic of debate. The real topic 
will be whether to continue the 
difficult but necessary effort 
to offer justice and equal op­ 
portunity’ to A m erica's black 
minority. 
Maybe it is as well that the 
question has been posed so early 
and so starkly, as the question 
of religious 
prejudice 
was 
starkly posed in the W est Vir­ 
ginia prim ary in 1960. 
The 
answ er, God save us, w:ll tell 
us all wiiat kind of country 
our children will inherit. 


On the day before the bal­ 
loting, all was relatively quiet 
at Miami Beach, the first even­ 
ing's oratory having sharply re­ 
minded the Republicans of the 
uses of silence. A prominent 
p-r operator of great gifts and 
shrewdness passed along the 
word to Ray Bliss: 
“ Three 
hours of prim e time, free, and 
this is what you come up with!” 
Some of the speakers were won­ 
derfully attractive men, with in­ 
teresting things to say: but, 
somehow, it came off as rather 
a bore. 
Desperate for something to 
ballyhoo, prom oters seized on 
a passage in Mayor Lindsay's 
introduction to the keynoter, and 
whispered that the mayor would 
be saying some challenging 
things about the Negro problem . 
His rem arks about the Negroes 
came and went, without caus­ 
ing a ripple in the sociological 
community. 
But then he said 
something on the Vietnam W ar 
which was to say the least 
provocative. 
“ This need for a keynote of 
credibility has been made more 
urgent by a bloody’ war in Viet­ 
nam; a war which has brought 
neither a sense of pride; a w ar 
which has paralyzed progress 
at home in pursuit of deadly 
folly abroad; a war which ranks 
among the most disastrous fore­ 
ign policy blunders in our his­ 
tory.” 
It is testimony to the 
general inattention at political 
conventions that this analysis, 
which is in total conflict with 
the sense of the Republican plat­ 
form on Vietnam, and of course 
with the history of Republican 
attitudes 
towards 
Vietnam, 
caused not a ripple. 
It was at about this moment 
that poor General Eisenhower, 
in what may turn out to have 
been the last public statem ent 
of his legendary lifetim e, de­ 
livered a speech, by TV-relay, 
to the Convention warning a. 
gainst a relaxation in rar al­ 
titudes towards the Commun­ 
ists. 
He decried “ a growing 
disposition among some of us 
to ignore these 
aggressive 
moves, to discount the blatant 
threats, to seek, in effect, for 
surface accommodations ra­ 
ther than to insist upon m itual 
acceptance in practice of prin­ 
ciple.” 
Now York Tim es was so stun­ 
ned by the G eneral's warning 
that its headline read, “ Eisen- 
hovar 
Talk — Scores Rod 
'Foe'.'* The editor, perfectly 


reflecting sophisticated public 
attitudes, obviously reasoned 
that a m ere: Red Foe would 
strike the reader as, somehow, 
wrong, rather as if you said: 
Wicked Walt Disney. Obvious­ 
ly it m ust be 'Wicked* Walt 
Disney. 
Anyone who speaks 
of the Reds as 'F o es' has to be 
carefully explained. 
Even at 
the Republican Convention. 
But these niceties mean no­ 
thing, com pared to the desper­ 
ate search for votes. The very 
w orst extrem e was reached by a 
com m ittee called “ Citizens of 
Black Am erica; Louis Lomax, 
Beverly 
H ills, 
California, 
Chairm en.” The said citizens 
of black Am erica, wno affect to 
speak for the entire Negro com­ 
munity, published a large ad 
in the M iami paper the import 
of which is nothing less than that 
Richard Nixon and Ronald Rea­ 
gan are declared enem ies of 
the Negro race. 
“ We urge 
tliat both political parties nom* 
inate candidates whom black 
Amí ácans can support . . . 
We take this opportunity to a- 
dvise you, then, that candidates 
with records such as Richard 
Nixon and Ronald Reagan are not 
acceptable to black Am ericans 
. . . Our dream (is) to choose 
between Democratic and Repub­ 
lican presidential candidates 
equally pledged to racial jus­ 
tice.” 
That was followed by 
a pitch for Rockefeller. The 
signers w ere mostly second- 
echelon types, alas, including 
a few illustrious names like 
M arian A nderson's and Louis 
Arm strong's. The entire opera­ 
tion was m anifestly a part of 
the Rockefeller campaign. The 
mischievous effect of it is to 
suggest that a) all Negroes will 
vote as a block; b) that they 
are all pledged to domestic 
policies of the kind Rockefeller 
and the Dem ocrats favor; and 
c) that anyone who disagrees 
with them on these m atters is 
to be accused of opposing racial 
justice. 
It will all, most likely, come 
out in the wash. In politics, 
it's who wins that counts. Nixon 
is certainly prepared to forgive 
Rockefeller. But Louis Lomax 
and the Negroes he beguiled are 
committed to opposition, 
on 
flim sy, not to say ungrateful, 
grounds.

August 13, 1938 
A truck laden with $4,000 
worth of gold ore and en route 
to the sm elter was destroyed by 
fire on ‘he highway near Cotton* 
wood.

The gold was transferred to 
another vehicle and the trip to 
the bay continued. 
M rs. Arbuckle was brought to 
Red Bluff hospital Wednesday 
suffering from burns about the 
shoulders, arm s and back, was 
reported to be somewhat im­ 
proved today.

daughter, Ruby Anderson, re­ 
turned from a very interest­ 
ing trip in scenic northern Cali­ 
fornia and southern Oregon.

Indians Explain Difference In Work 
It is a commonly observed phenomenon that those who move to 
the Southwest often soon become enamored of Indian jewelry, 
rugs, pottery and other craftwork. If they pursue this interest 
they soon learn, too, that there is a great difference between the 
genuine article and a lot of the alledgedly “Indian type** craft- 
work offered to tourists. 


Various Indian tribal groups are beginning to take it upon them­ 
selves to educate the public about the difference. What they have to 
say on the subject is worth some attention, especially by persons 
who expect to visit the Southwest. 
One point made is that genuine Indian jewelry, unlike most 
factory-made imitations, is generally heavy stuff with simple, 
clean lines. Lightweight rugs are suspect, since genuine Indian 
rugs tend to be heavy and durable. Indian pottery is functional; 
if a pot is intended for cooking, it rings when tapped. 
Such signs in a gift or curio shop as “Indian Design Jewelry" 
and “ Made in the Heart of the Indian Country" are usually a tip- 
off to use caution. And one good way to authenticate an article 
is to ask for a bill of sale, required by federal law on Indian 
articles. There’s a difference—and it’s worthwhile to make sure.

VEEP AGNEW 
Although Richard Nixon’s se­ 
lection of Gov. Spiro “Ted” 
Agnew as his GOP running mate 
seemed to catch delegates and 
most newsmen in Miami Beach 
by surprise, Drew Pearson had 
reported the possibility two and 
z half weeks ago cm July 21. 
Pearson wrote that Agnew, 
though ideologically in Rock­ 
efeller's camp, was one of the 
political leaders who had been 
“seduced by Nixon with dreams 
of the Vice Presidency.” Pear­ 
son noted, however, that in fair­ 
ness it should be recorded that 
before he switched toNixon, Ag­ 
new “had already been alienat­ 
ed by Rockefeller’s political in­ 
decision.” 


NIXON’S STRATEGY IS RISK 
WASHINGTON —What Richard 
Nixon was doing during the last 
hectic hours at the Republican 
Convention in Miami Beach was 
developing Sen. Strom Thur­ 
mond, the South Carolina ren­ 
egade Democrat, as his agent to 
combat another renegade Dem­ 
ocrat, George Wallace of Ala­ 
bama. 
This is why he gave Thur­ 
mond the veto on who would 
run as Vice President, and why 
le picked Gov. Spiro Agnew of 
Maryland, almost unknown to 
most Republicans, for the No. 2 
place on the ticket. 
It was a calculated risk. Nix­ 
on knew he would antagonize 
many Northern Republicans, 
though he was not prepared for 
as much smoldering resent­ 
ment as that which immediately 
swept over Northern delega­ 
tions. 
But he figured that with Strom 
Thurmond, together with Sen. 
John Tower of Texas, another 
Southern Republican, he could 
combat his biggest threat be­ 
low the Mason -Dixon Line — 
Wallace. 
Actually, Sen. Thurmond did a 
great job for Nixon behind the 
scenes in Miami Beach. No 
sooner had Southern delegates 
arrived than a revolt developed 
in favor of Ronald Reagan. Both 
Rockefeller and Reagan were 
counting on this to pull enough 
votes away from Nixon to stop 
him on the first ballot. In that 
case they figured on more de­ 
fections on the second and third 
ballots, and an eventual Nixon 
defeat. 
But they didn’t figure on 
Strom Thurmond. Though Strom 
started out as a strong Reagan 
man, a talk with Nixon convert­ 
ed him into Nixon’s camp and he 
became Nixon’s agent with 
Southern delegates. To that 
end he took the rebellious Mis­ 
sissippi delegates on a cruise 
Monday afternoon on a private 
yacht loaned to Nixon. 
He also helped arrange the se- 


by DREW PEARSON 
cret 
Nixon conference with 
Southern Delegates at which 
Nixon threw cold water on 
school bussing, promised to ap­ 
point Supreme Court justices 
who could stick with the Consti­ 
tution, not make laws on their 
own. 
VICE PRESIDENTIAL VETO 
In return, Nixon agreed to ve­ 
to four vice presidential candi­ 
dates who were anathema to the 
South: Sen. Ed Brooke, the Ne­ 
gro from Massachusetts; John 
Lindsay, mayor of New York; 
Sen. Mark Hatfield of Oregon; 
and Charles Percy of Illinois. 
Actually, Thurmond was not 
too happy about Nixon’s final 
choice of Agnew, but agreed 
that Agnew would not antagonize 
the South. Agnew had been elec­ 
ted governor of Maryland as a 
defender of open housing. How­ 
ever, he took a strong stand a- 
gainst the Negro sit-in at Bow­ 
ie State College, and called on 
Negro leaders to read the riot 
act to militants after the April 
burnings in Baltimore. About 
100 Negro moderates walked 
out. So Thurmond agreed that 
Agnew would not antagonize the 
South. 
Nixon’s 
mistake, however, 
was in not consulting the mod­ 
erates. He consulted the South 
but forgot the moderates. They 
were sore, not so much at the 
choice of Agnew, a fellow mod­ 
erate, but at not being consult­ 
ed.Whether Nixon s calculated 
risk in working with Thurmond 
will pay off now remains to be 
seen. The two men have known 
and liked each other ever since 
the Eisenhower administration 
when Nixon presided over the 
Senate. Thurmond, as gov­ 
ernor of South Carolina, had 
bolted the Democratic party in 
1948 to form a third party a- 
gainst Harry Truman after Hu­ 
bert Humphrey, then mayor of 
Minneapolis, had forced a 
showdown on civil rights. 
Though Humphrey won the civ­ 
il rights battle, the entire South 
walked out of the convention, 
and a majority of the South vo­ 
ted for Strom Thurmond’s third 
party that fall. This is one rea­ 
son Nixon figured he could com­ 
bat the Wallace third party 
movement this fall — 20 years 
later. 
A LONELY SENATOR 
But ever since he bolted the 
Democratic party, Thurmond 
has been a lonely figure in the 
Senate. He is charming, likable, 
a regular attendant at prayer 
breakfasts. 
But as a Re­ 
publican he is no longer wel­ 
come among Southern Senators, 
and moderate Republican Sena­ 
tors don’t quite trust his poli­ 
tics.

WHITHER RICHARD NIXON 
As expected, the Republicans 
crossly rejected the one man, 
Gov. Nelson Rockefeller, who 
could beat the Democrats in 
the big cities. And they took 
Richard N.xon after he had 
held his Southern suppori, 
against raids by Gov. Ronald 
Reagan, by making some pretty 
remarkable promises. 
At the climax of the struggle 
— and for a wiule it was a 
real struggle—the key men 
holding the Southern line for 
Nixon were Sens. Strom Thur­ 
mond of South Carolina and 
John Tower of Texas. Thur­ 
mond, not themost enlightened 
thinker of the sunny southland, 
was even intimating that Nixon 
had given him a right of veto 
on future nominations to the 
attorney generalship and pos­ 
sible vacancies on the Supreme 
Court. 
Such stuff is never to be 
relied upon, of coarse, 
Buv. 
some of the things that N’xo.i 
himself said to wavering South­ 
ern delegates can certainly be 
relied upon, as indicating, at a 
minimum, the tenor and strat­ 
egy of the campaign he intends 
to wage. 
Perhaps the most astonishing 
thing the nominee is known to 
have said is that he would 
favor amending the 1965 Voting 
Rights Act to permit the re­ 
instatement of “nondiscrima- 
tory" literacy tests for applica­ 
tions for registration. Given 
the kind of education this cou 3* 
try as a whole, aad ’jhe 3ou>‘h 
in particular, gives to th^ Negro 
minority, any system of liter­ 
acy tests is automatically dis­ 
criminatory, even if fairly ad­ 
ministered. 
Nixon also came out flatly 
against busing school children 
to achieve better racial balance 
in the schools. He apologized 
for his earlier advocacy oí the 
Open Housing Act, and he 
prom sed to name no judges 
except strict constructionists. 
The proof has now' been given, 
moreover, that these and other 
things that were said to please 
the Southern delegates were 
not mere feverish by-products 
of the desperate hours before 
the roll call. The choice of Gov. 
Spiro Agnew of Maryland for the 
Vice Presidency is that proof. 
From the outset, I have ven­ 
tured to doubt the once fashion 
able view that Richard Nixon 
would offer the Vice Presidency 
to some such Republican mod­ 
erate as Mayor John Lindsay of 
New York. But there was always 
the possibility that he might 
make a gesture of pseudo-tic­ 


ket-balancing by naming a m ich 
dimmer me derate whose name, 
being largely unknown, had not 
earned the Southerners’ active 
hatred. 
But by choosing Agnew, the 
Republican nominee has cast 
away any slender pretense of a 
balanced ticket. Agnew is a de­ 
cent man, but he has been very 
much frightened by the racial 
troubles in the cities. He has 
publicly advocated shooting 
looters on sight. He is all 
out for the sternest kind of 
“ law and order.” 
Agnew adds no color and will 
earn few electoral votes for the 
ticket. But the moment Reagan 
took himself completely out of 
contention, it is clear that 
Agnew acquired a special vir­ 
tue. Briefly, he was the best 
Northerner that Nixon coulc 
name for his special purposes 
if he did not wish to go the whole 
hog by choosing a Southerner 
like Tw er—which would have 
been tantamount to a public 
declaration of race war. 
Such a declaration has been 
avoided; but that is about the 
bast one can say. After wnat 
has happened here, there can be 
little do ubt that the cent ral is sue 
erf the campaign will be the 
racial problem and how to han­ 
dle it. Vietnam will sink into 
insignificance. 
The theme will be “ law and 
order." 
In some sense, the black 
extremists, and the knee-jerk 
liberals who have masochist­ 
ically bowed down before the 
black extremists, have been 
asking for just th s kind o* 
result. 
Ordinary Americans 
have never accepted ihe view 
that all the quite accurate ex­ 
planations of the troubles in the 
cities could also be made to 
serve as sound excuses for 
looting and arson. 
But let one suppose that “ law 
and order” will be the real 
topic of debate. The real topic 
will be wnether to continue the 
difficult but necessary effort 
to offer justice and equal op­ 
portunity to America’s black 
minority. 
Maybe it is as well that the 
question has been posed so early 
and so starkly, as the question 
of religious prejudice was 
starkly posed in the West Vir­ 
ginia primary in 1960. 
The 
answer, God save us, will tell 
us all what kind of country 
our children will inherit.

Today In History 


Dr. Coleman 


THE PROBLEM of bed wet­ 
ting. or enuresis, is a constant 
target for attack by physicians 
and psychiatrists because of 
the distress it causes in chil­ 
dren and their families. 
About one year ago I wrote 
about a new drug, imipramine, 
which was being used with 
great success 
in t h e treat­ 
ment and con- 
t r o l of this 
c o n d i t i o n , 
al o n g with 
p s y c h o l o g ­ 
ical direction 
of the family 
As wúth all 
new drugs, be­ 
fore it is re­ 
leased for g e n e r a l use its 
safety and effectiveness is al­ 
ways tried by other doctors 
and hospitals around the coun­ 
try. At the Northwestern Uni­ 
versity Medical School and the 
DePaul University M e n t a l 
Health Clinic, the drug was 
intensively studied on more 
than 100 children who had the 
embarrassing problem of bed 
wetting, without any physical 
abnormality to account for it. 
This type of bed wetting is 
called primary enuresis and 
has been identified with emo­ 
tional feelings of insecurity, 
lack of parental attention and 
other types of psychological 
stress. 
It was interesting that in 
one fourth of all the cases that 
were studied there was more 
than one case of bed wetting 
in the family, which suggests 
even more highly the possi­ 
bility of some conflict within 
that family. 
Twenty-five per cent of the 
children who were given this 
drug were almost totally re­ 
lieved of bed wetting. Another 
25 per cent had slight, but 
definite improvement. 
The general feeling is that 
the drug is exceedingly safe 
and that it has great advan­ 
tage when used in conjunction 
with psychological help for the 
child and for the family. Only 
then can the condition be kept 
from recurring. 
• • • 
Even physicians, who read 


much of the scientific litera­ 
ture in their field and in gen­ 
eral science, are never end- 
ingly impressed by the dedi­ 
cated scientists who work in 
laboratories all over the world. 
Sometimes it c o m e s as a 
total surprise that a man can 
devote his entire lifetime of 
40 or 50 years of scientific 
research to one tiny part of 
the jigsaw puzzle which, when 
put together, will mean the 
answer to cancer. 
Dr. M. Michael Sigel of the 
University of Miami School of 
Medicine has been trying to 
learn why s o m e t y p e s of 
primitive fish rarely develop 
infections and diseases due to 
a virus. 
Supported by a grant by the 
Variety Children’s Foundation, 
Dr. Sigel has been studying 
the shark particularly. He be­ 
lieves that there is a substance 
in the shark’s bl ood t h a t 
makes him overcome the be­ 
ginning and the extension of 
cancers that are found in other 
animals and in human beings. 
At present a group of work­ 
ers are trying to isolate that 
substance from the shark’s 
blood and to refine it so that 
it might be tried to save the 
lives of human beings with un­ 
controlled cancers. 
Thousands of avenues simi­ 
lar to this scientific one are 
constantly being investigated. 
With such diligence and dedi­ 
cation and the money to sup­ 
port research, it is inevitable 
that the control of cancer will 
be attained.* * m

Desperate for something to 
ballyhoo, promoters seized on 
a passage in Mayor Lindsay’s 
introduction to the keynoter, and 
whispered that the mayor would 
be saying some challenging 
things about the Negro problem. 
His remarks about the Negroes 
came and went, without caus­ 
ing a ripple in the sociological 
community. But then he said 
something on the Vietnam War 
which was to say the least 
provocative* 
“ This need for a keynote of 
credibility has been made more 
urgent by a bloody’ war in Viet­ 
nam; a war which has brought 
neither a sense of pride; a war 
which has paralyzed progress 
at home in pursuit of deadly 
folly abroad; a war which ranks 
among the most disastrous fore­ 
ign policy blunders in our his­ 
tory.” It is testimony to the 
general inattention at political 
conventions that this analysis, 
which is in total conflict with 
the sense of the Republican plat­ 
form on Vietnam, and of course 
with the history of Republican 
attitudes towards Vietnam, 
caused not a ripple. 
It was at about this moment 
that poor General Eisenhower, 
in what may turn out to have 
been the last public statement 
of his legendary lifetime, de­ 
livered a speech, by TV-relay, 
to the Convention warning a- 
gainst a relaxation in rur ac­ 
titudes towards the Commun­ 
ists. He decried “ a growing 
disposition among some of us 
to ignore these 
aggressive 
moves, to discount the blatant 
threats, to seek, in effect, for 
surface accommodations ra­ 
ther than to insist upon mutual 
acceptance in practice of prin­ 
ciple." 
N*;w York Times was so stun­ 
ned by the General’s warning 
that its headline read, “Eisen­ 
hower Talk — Scores Red 
*FoeV’ The editor, perfectly 


reflecting sophisticated public 
attitudes, obviously reasoned 
that a mere: Red Foe would 
strike the reader as, somehow, 
wrong, rather as if you said: 
Wicked Walt Disney. Obvious­ 
ly it must be 'Wicked* Walt 
Disney. 
Anyone who speaks 
of the Reds as 'Foes’ has to be 
carefully explained. Even at 
the Republican Convention. 
But these niceties mean no­ 
thing, compared to the desper­ 
ate search for votes. The very 
worst extreme wasreachedbya 
committee called “ Citizens of 
Black America; Louis Lomax, 
Beverly 
Hills, 
California, 
Chairmen.” The said citizens 
of black America, wno affect to 
speak for the entire Negro com­ 
munity, published a large ad 
in the Miami paper the import 
of which is nothing less than that 
Richard Nixon and Ronald Rea­ 
gan are declared enemies of 
the Negro race. 
“We urge 
tliat both political parties nom* 
inate candidates whom black 
Ame úcans can support . . . 
We take this opportunity to a- 
dvise you, then, that candidates 
with records such as Richard 
Nixon and Ronald Reagan are not 
acceptable to black Americans 
. . . Our dream (is) to choose 
between Democratic and Repub­ 
lican presidential candidates 
equally pledged to racial jus­ 
tice.** That was followed by 
a pitch for Rockefeller. The 
signers were mostly second- 
echelon types, alas, including 
a few illustrious names like 
Marian Anderson’s and Louis 
Arm strong's. The entire opera­ 
tion was manifestly a part of 
the Rockefeller campaign. The 
mischievous effect of it is to 
suggest that a) all Negroes will 
vote as a block; b) that they 
are all pledged to domestic 
policies of the kind Rockefeller 
and the Democrats favor; and 
c) that anyone who disagrees 
with them on these matters is 
to be accused of opposing racial 
justice. 
It will all, most likely, come 
out in the wash. In politics, 
it's who wins that counts. Nixon 
is certainly prepared to forgive 
Rockefeller. But Louis Lomax 
and the Negroes he beguiled are 
committed to opposition, on 
flimsy, not to say ungrateful, 
grounds.

Despite Grid Boom, 
Television Can’t Kick 
NEW 
YORK (A P )- Despite 
the football boom, television in 
the United States and Canada 
finds itself in the position of a 
team that can’t gain, yet dare 
not kick. 
“ All of us are in trouble — 
we’re hurting,” one American 
television executive says. 
Another official oí a U. S. net­ 
work explains: 
“ None of us are making m on­ 
ey on football, but none of us 
would dare give up our con­ 
tra c ts. In fact, we’re trying for 
m ore. It’s a funny business. v ou 
blow a Saturday or a Sunday 
afternoon and you blow an entire 
audience for the weekend.” 
“ It has never been a big com ­ 
m ercial su ccess,” says 
John 


Mallow directo r of sales for the 
Canadian Broadcasting Corp. 
And M u rray C h erco v er,p resi­ 
dent of CTV, 
Canada’s other 
network, says the production 
cost of football is out of p ro ­ 
portion “ in relation to the ad­ 
vertising efficiency.” 
T h ere’s no doubt about fan in­ 
te re st in football being at its 
peak. Sellout crowds are the 
rule rath er than the exception. 
So why are the television peo­ 
ple w orried. 
“ I’m afraid football TV has 
reached the saturation point — 
it’s overexposed,” says 
an 
Am erican network official. 
“ Sponsors don’t come running 
anym ore — you have to chase 
them and twist their a rm .”

Best Time To Sell 
House, Realtor Says 


If you’re thinking of selling 
your house, you couldn’t pick a 
better time than now, according 
to Zack Farm er, president of 
the Tehama County Board of 
Realtors.

Always Take Big Toll

WASHINGTON (AP)-W ithout 
the enemy firing a shot, the 
equivalent of 
two 
to three 
squads of GIs die each week in 
Vietnam, becoming In effect the 
hidden dead of the war. 
They are the victims of dis­ 
ease or mishap who are lumped 
toward the end of the casualty 
reports as simply “ dead from 
nonhostile causes." 
Although the rate for Vietnam 
is lower than in two previous 
wars, noncombat deaths repre­ 
sent a

drain of major cumulative pro­ 
portions. 
Since Jan. 1, 1961, noncombat 
deaths listed by the Pentagon 
total at least 4,300 — roughly 14 
per cent of all American losses 
in the war. 
Military medical men say the 
noncombat death rate in Viet­ 
nam is slightly lower than in 
World War II or Korea but not 
enought to boast about.

Stringent 
Pollution 
Legislation 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — Anti, 
pollution legislation which came 
out of the 1968 California Leg» 
lslature session covered a wide 
range of sources — from autos 
to sewers dumping pollutants 
into placid Lake Tahoe. 
The most stringent anti smog 
law in the nation —covering 
emission from motor vehicle 
exhaust pipes —was enacted 
and signed into law by Gov. 
Reagan. 
Another major bill ratified 
the bistate compact between 
California and Nevada to pro­ 
tect the beauty of Lake Tahoe 
from disorderly development 
and water pollution. 
The smog law, even more 
rigid than the federal law, sets 
standards which Detroit’s auto 
makers must meet by the 1970 
model year. If they don't lower 
exhaust emission to the stand­ 
ards, their 1970 models can’t be 
sold or registered in California. 
Representatives of the auto 
industry opposed the law. Cali­ 
fornia has about 10 per cent of 
the nation’s automobiles. 
The heart of the new law is 
the establishment of maximum 
limits on gases which can be 
emitted by exhausts of new 
cars sold or registered In the 
state beginning next autumn. 
Also, for the first time, the 
law cracks down on exhaust 
fumes from busos, trucks and 
diesel-powered vehicles. Buses 
and trucks come under the law 
with the 1970 model year, while 
diesel-powered vehicles will be 
regulated after Jan. 1, 1973.

The m ost stringent antism og 
law in the nation — covering 
em ission fro m m otor vehicle 
exhaust pipes —w as en acted 
and signed into law by Gov. 
Reagan. 
Another m ajor b ill ra tifie d 
the b istate 
com pact betw een 
C alifornia and Nevada to p ro ­ 
tect the beauty of Lake Tahoe 
from d iso rd erly developm ent 
and w ater pollution. 
The 
sm og law, even m ore 
rigid than the federal law , se ts 
standards w hich D e tro it's auto 
m akers m ust m eet by the 1970 
model y e a r. If they d o n 't low er 
exhaust em issio n to the stan d ­ 
ard s, th e ir 1970 m odels c a n 't be 
sold o r re g iste re d in C alifo rn ia. 
R ep resen tativ es of the auto 
industry opposed the law . C ali, 
fornia has about 10 p e r cen t of 
the n atio n 's autom obiles. 
The h e a rt of the new law is 
the estab lish m en t of m axim um 
lim its on g ases w hich can be 
em itted by exhausts of new 
c a rs sold o r re g iste re d in the 
state beginning next autum n.

Roadside Habitat Preserved 
North Valley Rodeo Contestants 


N E S T IN G P H E A S A N T : The importance of mowing has 
been a big factor in the Ohio pheasant decline.

Our Boys In Service 


COLUMBUS, 
Ohio 
(A P)-If 
someone had said 20 years ago 
that grassy roadside acreage 
would one day constitute an Im­ 
portant percentage of our total 
pheasant nesting habitat he 
would have found few believers. 
But no less difficult to fore­ 
see would have been the overall 
decline In farm habitat that was 
to take place. 
The Ohio Division of Wildlife 
is doing everything within Its 
power to prevent a further de­ 
cline of pheasant habitat. 
The 
disappearance 
of hay 
meadow acreage 
meant that 
nonagricultural grassy areas 
such as roadsides would become 
even more Important. 
Joe Bachant, project leader for 
Farm Game Research for the 
ODW, says roadsides constitute 
the most workable nesting en­ 
vironment that can be salvaged 
by a delayed mowing program. 
Thus, many roadsides between 
the ditch and the fence were 
exempt from mowing schedules 
during the critical period be­ 
tween May 10 through June 25. 
Writers from the Illinois Nat­ 
ural History Survey pointed out 
that during a four-year study 
period densities of ring necked 
pheasant nests per acre e s­ 
tablished on unmowed roadsides 
contributed more hatched nests 
than any other nesting cover 
type. 
The farmer often has no choice 
but to mow when weather per­ 
mits, but the Wildlife Division 
suggests that when the farmer 
must mow that he do it from the 
center out. This would prevent 
birds from being concentrated 
and trapped toward the center 
of the field. 
The pheasant still provides a 
fair 
amount of recreational 
hunting, and there is an outside 
chance that agricultural pract­ 
ices will shift in its favor be­ 
fore it is too late.
